A MONUMENT TO THY MEMORY
OF BHE GREAT STATESMAN,

The Sarcophagus that is now bheing
Frected in St. Phillip's Church-
Yard Fully Desceribed-Some Ac-
count. of the Removals which the
Remains have Undergone at Va-
rious Times,

The stone sareophagus in St Phillip's
Churchyard which the mortal re-
mains of John C. Calhoun have just
been deposited, to rest, it is hoped, for
all time, was practieally completed  yos-
terday, and will be torned over to the
proper committee to-day or Monday. It
was visiled yesterday by a large num-

in

ber of ladies and gentlemen, and. so far
astheir opiniona were made known on
the spot, the design and exveution of
the monnment are heartily commended
by all whe havescen it.  In the shsence
of any pictorial representation of the
monument it is not easy to describe it
but the followine aceount may serve to
give some idea of itx proportions and
to thos» who cannot
ingpeet it in person :

The foundation is a solid mass of
brick. about twelve feet ia leneth by
cizht feet in width and five foot
dopth, the surface of the mass showing

onlya few inches nhove gronml. Upon
‘this foundation rests a solid block of
granite ten feet longe, six foet wide and
twenty inches thick, which sapports in
tarn a seecond hlock, cight feet by four
fuct by twenty-four inches.
blacks  eonstitute  the “sarcophagus”
proper, as the easket which contains
Mr. Calhioun’s body rests in a cavity
suitably formeid to reeeive it, by hollow-
iing out apart of the opposing surfaces
of the two stones. A third block, sev-
wn feot by three, and twelve inchoes
thick, rests upon the top stone of the
sarcophacus, and supports in turn the
fourth and only inscribed block, upon
which rests, azain, a tifth stone of simi-
Iar proportions to the third, the series
dterminating in o eap-stone, which may

Rhape the *hip reef™ to be seen upon
many  old-tashioned  honses, The
Afonrth-stone, or “die Llock,” as it is

cealledd, is six feet  long, twenty-three
inches wilde, and twenty-nine inches
thick: the fifth stone, therefore, pro-
Jrets heyvond it an all sides: and the
eap-stone, heing cight feetlong by forty-
five inches wile thirty inches
thick, projects likewise over and beyond

‘bothy and thus serves the desimble pur-
pose of protecting the inseriptions and
polish on the inseribed hlock below it
The hody of the msnument is of sucl
solil sud massive charneter as to defy
the eneronchments of time and ol relie-
hunters alike, no angle or projection be-
ing offered to tempt the zeal of the lat-
ter,and - no ereviee or delieate teacery
being presented o invite the ravages of
rain andd frost. As thas constitnted,
howerer, the structure woull present
Jthe nnpleasing appearance of being top-
heavy, to relieve which appearance =
small eolumn is placed at each cornor of
the fourth, or “dicv block,” and these
#orve ta hrivg the general outline into
proper and  fair  propartion,  Jach
is composed of a solid and
hitzhly polished block, and bears for its
eapital A crown of  acanthus leaves
gracefully curved to relieve the straight
lines which charncterize the remuinder
0f the work,

The die block is highly polished, as
toits entive surface, and bears the {ol-
lowing inseriptions on ils four faces ro-
apeatively, the lelters heing from one
and a half to three inches in height, and
being hroneht into reliefl hy sinking the
space immedintely surrounding each in-
seription o a depth of three-eights of
an inch ;
